m ighty, aggressive despo tism is no t o nly 
a m enace to the rest o f Euro pe, but an 
impassable harrier to civilizatio n. 
T hat 
Po land wo uld be ultim ately resto red to 
independence under the pro tectio n o f 
G erm any and A ustria, and Germ anized, 
and that a liberal go vernm ent, o r at m o st 
a lim ited m o narchy, wo uld succeed the 
despo tism at Petersburg, 
So me think a 
republic will rise upo n the ruins o f the 
em pire, th at a revo lutio n, with a co m ­ 
m une, will fo llo w the defeat o f the czar's 
arm ies; th at the palaces will be stripped 
o f their riches as they were in France, 
and,a reign o f anarchy will be succeeded 
by 
a dem o cratic go vernm ent o f

o f all ages and places. 
Acco rding to S. 
Baring Go uld, there was tin extrao rdi­ 
nary m ystic named A nto inetter Bo utig- 
no n, who held that A dam ’s sto m ach co n­ 
tained a clear fluid, like w ater in a crys­ 
tal bo wl, in which tiny eggs develo ped 
them selves like bubbles in 
wine, and 
w hen he stro ngly desired co m panio ns he 
depo sited so me o f 
these eggs, which 
hatched o ut E v e . 
The Pho enician m yth 
o f creatio n is fo und in the sto ry o f Pyg­ 
m alio n and Galatea. 
There the first wo ­ 
m an was carved 
by the first m an o ut o f 
ivo ry, and then endo wed with life 
by 
Aphro dite. 
The Greek theo ry o f the creatio n o f 
wo man, acco rding to Hesio d, was that 
Zeno , as a cruel jest, o rdered Vulcan to 
make wo man o ut o f clav, and t hen in­ 
duced the vario us go ds and go ddesses to 
invest the clay do ll with all their wo rst 
qualities, the result being a lo vely thing, 
with a witchery o f mien, refined craft, 
eager passio n, lo ve o f dress, treachero us 
manners and shameless mind. 
The o ld 
¿Scandinavians, o n the o ther hand, made 
their co mmo n mo ther o ut o f no bler sto ck 
tiian man. 
Their mytho lo gy says that as 
Odin, Vi!i and Ve, the three so ns o f lio r, 
were walking alo ng the sea beach they 
fo und two sticks o f wo o d, o ne o f ash and 
o ne o f elm. 
Sitting do wn, the go ds 
shaped man and wo man o ut o f these 
sticks, w hittling the wo man o ut o f the 
elm and calling her Emla. 
Clo sely allied 
to this is the Io nian myth, which makes 
the lirst pair, Meschia and M cschiaqe, 
o ut o f th*' Ix idas tree. 
One o f the strangest sto ries to uching 
the o rigin o f wo man is that to ld by the 
Madagasearenes. 
In so far as the crea­ 
tio n o f man go es the legend is no t unlike 
that related by Mo ses, o nly that fall came 
befo re Eve arrived. 
After the man had 
eaten o f the fo rbidden fruit he became 
atTected with a bo il o n the leg, o ut o f 
which, when it burst, came a beautiful 
girl. 
The man's lirst tho ught was to 
thro w her to the pigs, but In* was co m­ 
manded by a messenger fro m heaven to 
let her play amo ng the diggings until she 
was o f marriageable age; then to make 
her his wife. 
He did so , called her Ba- 
ho ura, and she became the mo ther o f all 
races o f 
men. 
The 
American 
In­ 
dians’ 
myths relative to Adam and 
Eve are numero us and entertaining. 
Ho me traditio ns trace back o ur first 
parents to white and red Mao ze, ano ther 
is that man, searching fo r a wife, was 
given the daughter o f the king o f the 
muskrats, who , o n being dipped into a 
neighbo ring lake, became a wo man. 
Po o r Hist mo ther! 
Fo r unto ld centuries 
she lias been twitted fo r her primal share 
in the wo rld's cares and punishments. 
No matter whether a painted Kicknpo o 
o r a classic Greek, a bare brcecked Mad;* 
gasearene o r lo ng ro bed rabbi, man 
lo o ks malevo lently backward at his Eve 
and gro wls at her as the o rigin o f his 
wo es, 
But whether the pro duct o f a 
pimple o r o f a divinely vivified l ib, the 
parado x remains tlmt she who is the 
truest daughter o f Eve has never a lack 
o f 
admiring 
slaves.—San Francisco 
Chro nicle.

As so o n as it enters the w o rld the ‘-med­ 
icine m an” is sent fo r, and co ntrary to 
the custo m o f the civilized ‘.‘m edical 
m an .” he takes no no tice w hatever o f 
the m o ther, but, devo ting him self en­ 
tirely to the child, m akes a num ber o f 
small gashes in vario us parts o f the po o r 
infant’s bo dy, into w hich lie rubs m edi­ 
cine and go es o n his way rejo icing, re­ 
turning next day to m ake the incisio ns 
deeper and rub m o re m edicine into them . 
This seco nd o peratio n being perfo rm ed, 
the child is washed and dried by being 
mo ved aro und in the sm o ke o f a wo o d 
fire, eventually being daubed all o ver 
vvitli a red paint, w hich is renew ed as 
fast as it wears o ff fo r a perio d o f several 
m o nths. 
The child is no t allo wed any 
natural fo o d until the visits o f the “ m ed­ 
icine m an ” 
are ended (this fo rm ality 
o ften causing serio us co nsequent*« s to the 
o ffspring), and a few days afterw ard tho 
m o ther will he seen abo ut her wo rk as 
usual, w ith the little o ne strapped to h< r.
